Empty Bottles Navigating the Ocean. 


Captain Beecher, an Knglish shipmaster, 


has compiled, within the last ten years, the 
following curious voyages of bottles thrown 
into the sea by unfortunate navigators. 
A 


good many bottles casf into the sea next to 
the African coast found their way to Eu- 
rope. 
One bottle seems to have anticipated 


trie Panama route, having travelled from 
the Panama Isthmus to the Irish coast.—• 
Another crossed the Atlantic from the Ca- 
naries to Nova Scotia. Three or four but- 
tles thrown iuto tbe sea by Greenland mar- 
iners off Davis' Straits lauded on the north 
west coast of Ireland. Another made a 
curious trip—swam from the South Atlan- 
tic Ocean 10 the west coast of Africa, pass- 
ing Gibraltar, went along the Portuguese 
coast of Frauee, acd was finally picked up 
on Jersey Island. 
One bottle was found 


after sixteen years' swimming, one after 
fourteen years, and two after ten years.— 
A few only travelled n.ore than one year, 
and oue only five days. 
This was sent off 


by tbe captain of the Hace-horse on the 
17th of April, in the Caribbean Sea, aud 
was found on the 22d, after having gone 
through three degrees of longitude, (210 
mileu,) western direction. 
Captain \lc- 


Ciure.of the Investigator, threw a bottle into 
the soa ID 1850, on his voyage to Bearing's 
Straits. 
It swam 3,500 miles in two hun- 


dred days, aod was picked up on the'Hon- 
duras coast. 


Look to Your Cellars- 


Those who have in charge the eare»of 


the household, should frequently think of 
their cellars, and though they may not be 
exposed to the eye of stracgers, take care 
that they are always kept iu a clean condi- 
tion, free from annoyances and nuisances of 
all kinds. 
A tidily kept cellar has much 


to do -with the family, especially in the 
spring of the year, or wherever "beaters 
ure introduced in houses." No vegetable 
except potatoes should be stored in the cel- 
lar. 
Especially sbould cabhagi, beets, cel- 


ery and turnips be excluded. 
All these are

A cellar should be thoroughly 


whitewashed at least once a year, and be 
swept and put in order at least twi«e a month. 


The air in a properly kept cellar w,ill not 


booomp Impure when the weathei becomes 
sufficiently 
cold to render necessary tbe 


closing of the windows; while on the 
other hand, the air of a cellar so closed 
up, and which is untidily kept and filled 
with vegetables, some of them in a decaying 
state, may well be imagined. 
All cellars, 


however, should bavei the outside doors 
thrown open, for an hour or two, in midday, 
in clear days, when the temperature is a- 
bove the freezing 
point.— Germanlown

Telegraphic Progress. 


The process of manufacturing the cable 


for the Atlantic telegraph is rapidly pro- 
ceeding, and it is calculated that if the 
submergence of the line be satisfactorily 
accomplished, the communication between 
Great Britain and the American continent 
will be completed by tho close of July next. 
There are seven copper wires to form the 
conductor. 
The entire length of tho tele- 


graph will be 2,300 miles, so that there arc 
16,000 miles of copper wire. Every portion 
of this copper wire is subjected to electrical 
tests, to ascertain its quality for conduction, 
before it is allowed to be worked up. 
The 


next process is to cuat these wires with eight 
successive coats of the insulating material, 
equal to an aggregate length of 17;400 
miles. This cord is next covered with jute, 
wound round it from ten strands, making 
23,000 miles of jute yarn. 
Then comes 


the outer coating, formed of the ten cover- 
ed iron wires. 
The iron wire itself is 23,- 


000 miles in length, and each wire is cov- 
ered separately with five strands of tarred 
hemp, 185,000 miles of the latter being re- 
quired, making 
together 
an aggregate 


length of material employed of 215,000 
miles, or very nearly as much as would put 
ten girdles round the earth, or form a, line 
that would stretch almost from tho earth 
to the moon.

Fourteen cubic feet per hoar 'are 
required, and this quantity of airj when 
expelled from the lungs and~ exhausted of 
its oxygen, is charged with t carbonic acid 
gas to snch an extent that it vitiate8;to a 
poisonous degree one-hundred^cubic feet of 
•air. A supply of "at least ten cubic- fe«t 
per minute is required to cany on"a healthy 
respiration. There are not less thin oae 
hundred thousand human beings who lire 
in apartments unveotilated except from the 
front -rooms, in which" there is an.1 average 
of less than three Imndred cubic f»et, and 
in many of which there are not abov* oue 
hundred and fifty cubic feet to each person.

The New Law in Regard to Juries. 
The foiiowiug is a copy of a new bill in- 


troduced into the House of Representatives, 
tm Feb. 1st, which passed a first reading 
It will no doubt become a law, as no honor- 
able objection can bo made to it. 
An act to change the manner of selecting 


jurors in the several countie& of this 
Commonwealth. 
SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the Sepate 


and House of Eepresentatives of the Com- 
monwealth of Pennsylvania in General 
Assembly met and it la hereby enacted by 
the authority of the same: That at the next 
general* election, and every year thereaf- 
ter, the qualified electors of tho several 
counties of this Commonwealth shall elect 
two of their citizens in each county jury 
commissioners, whose duty it shall be to 
select the grand and petit juries in the 
several counties and perform all duties per- 
taining thereto, in like manner as they are 
now performed by the sheriffs and county 
commissioners : Provided, however, That 
the qualified electors at each and everv 
election shall vote for but one candidate for 
said office of jury commissioner. 


SECTION 2. 
In case of vacancies in said 


office, the court of common pleas of the 
proper county shall fill such vacancies by 
appointment until the next general election. 


SECTION 3. The pay of said jury com- 


missioners shall be three dollars each per 
day, for every day they may bo actually 
employed iu the discharge of their duties, 
to be paid by the commissioners of tbe pro- 
per county : J rovidtd, That this act shall 
not apply to tho city of Philadelphia and 
the county of Allegheny.
